You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Lyme, New Hamp- 
shire, will be held at the Laura Barnes School Auditorium on Tuesday, March 13, 1990, at 
nine o’clock A.M., to act upon the following subjects: 


Polls will open for voting by ballot on Articles 1 to 11 at 9:00 A.M. and will close at 7:00 
P.M., unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other Articles will be 
considered at the business meeting which will start at 9:15 A.M. 


ARTICLE 1: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 
One Town Moderator to serve for a term of 2 years; 
One Selectman to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of 1 year; 
One Road Agent to serve for a term of 1 year; 
One Supervisor of the Checklist to serve for a term of 6 years; 
One Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Budget Committee Members to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Library Trustees to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Recreation Committee members to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Planning Board Member to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Cemetery Commissioner to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Sexton to serve for 1 year. 


ARTICLE 2: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
increase the minimum road frontage of the East Lyme district from 500 feet to 600 feet and 
to increase the depth of the East Lyme District from 1,000 feet to 1,500 feet. (Copies of this 
amendment are available in the Selectmen’s Office) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 3: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to add 
a new section entitled “Double Density Option in Mountain and Forest District” which 
would allow the maximum number of homes in a cluster development in the Mountain and 
Forest District to be twice the number otherwise permitted. (Copies of this amendment are 
available in the Selectmen’s Office.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 4: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to add 
a new section entitled “Special Exceptions” to the Steep Slopes Conservation District which 
would allow access ways and new roads for distances of not more than 100 feet to cross 
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slopes of up to 25%. (Copies of this amendment are available in the Selectmen’s Office.) 
(Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 5: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
require the depth of a building lot not to exceed four times the average width of the lot unless 
otherwise approved in connection with a cluster development subdivision or a planned 
development. (Copies of this amendment are available in the Selectmen’s Office.) (Recom- 
mended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 6: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance to 
allow radio or TV antennae to be located within the required front, side, or rear yard setback 
area if adequate reception may only be obtained in said setback area. (Copies of this amend- 
ment are available in the Selectmen’s Office.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 7: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance to add 
a new section entitled “Conversion of Existing Non-conforming Business Use to Another 
Business Use” which would allow an existing non-conforming business use to be converted 
to another business use as a special exception provided that all other zoning requirements are 
met and the new use does not result in an increase in intensity of use. (Copies of this 
amendment are available in the Selectmen’s Office.) (Recommended by the Planning 
Board.) 


ARTICLE 8: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance to 
allow affordable housing to be built on land leased for a term of not less than 30 years under 
a lease which is renewable at the option of the lessee. (Copies of this amendment are avail- 
able in the Selectmen’s Office.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 9: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
permit affordable housing in the Lyme Common and Lyme Center Districts as well as in the 
Rural District. (Copies of this amendment are available in the Selectmen’s Office.) (Rec- 
ommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 10: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
remove the East Lyme District and the Mountain and Forest District from the ordinance and 
replace with the Rural District; to increase the steep slopes from 20% to 25%; to change the 
definition of average slope to require measurement every 100 feet; to permit road crossing in 
all conservation districts; to expand the Commercial District from Shoestrap Road, south to 
the Hanover Town line and to create an additional Commercial District area bounded north- 
erly by a line 1000 feet north of the intersection of Washburn Hill Road and Route 10, 
easterly by Washburn Hill Road, southerly by a line 1000 feet south of the intersection of 
Washburn Hill Road and Route 10 and westerly by a line 1000 feet west of Route 10; to 
permit restaurants by special exception in the Lyme Common, Lyme Center, and Rural 
District; to increase the size of wetlands excluded from the provisions of the Wetland Con- 
servation District to 20,000 square feet in the Rural District; to eliminate wetlands from the 
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definition of water bodies; to exclude the building lot depth to width ratio limitation if the 
road frontage is greater than 500 feet; and to relax the setbacks between roads, drives, and 
parking areas and water bodies, water courses and wetlands provided an erosion control plan 
is filed and approved by the ZBA. (Copies of this amendment are available in the 
Selectmen’s Office.) (By Petition.) (Not Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 11: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
change the method of appointment of the Zoning Board of Adjustment by establishing a three 
member committee to be known as the Zoning Board of Adjustment Appointing Authority. 
The members of this Appointing Authority would be appointed by the Town Moderator and 
their duties would be to appoint all members and alternates of the Zoning Board of Adjust- 
ment, by advertising all vacancies on the Zoning Board of Adjustment, compiling a list of 
the citizens of Lyme who express an interest in serving on the Board and their qualifications, 
and choosing the members of the Board in such a manner that the most qualified citizens are 
selected. (Copies of this amendment are available in the Selectmen’s Office.) (By Petition.) 
(Not Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28, V and VI 
for an optional veteran’s exemption and an expanded qualifying war service for veterans 


seeking the exemption. The optional veteran’s exemption is $100, rather than $50. (By 
Petition.) 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an 
optional property tax exemption on residential property for a service-connected total disabil- 


ity. The optional disability exemption is $1,400, rather than $700. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and make payment to the follow- 
ing Capital Reserve Funds and Trust Funds: 


A. $3,000 to the Emergency Equipment Repair Trust Fund. 

B. $20,000 to the Reappraisal of Property Capital Reserve Fund. 

C. $27,500 to the Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund. 

D. $12,500 to the Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. 
ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize the with- 
drawal of such funds from the Capital Reserve and Trust Funds for the purposes set forth in 


the Budget as submitted by the Budget Committee as follows: 


A. Up to $17,230 from the Emergency Equipment Repair Trust Fund for major repairs to 
equipment. 


B. Up to $7,864 from the Bessie Hall Trust Fund for the Fire Department. 
C. Up to $30,000 from the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. 
D. Up to $22,000 from the Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund. 
E. Up to $74,000 from the Reappraisal of Property Capital Reserve Fund. 


F. Up to $1,441 from the Lyme Center Academy Building Restoration Capital Reserve 
Fund. 


G. Up to $1,250 from the Lyme Center Academy Building Gifts and Donations Fund. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State and Local Assis- 
tance Act of 1972 as amended, up to the amounts and for the purposes indicated, namely: 


A. $750 to rebind a vital statistics book. 

B. $100 for an answering machine for the Town Clerk. 
C. $1,900 for computer software. 

D. $450 for a whip mower for the cemetery. 

E. $1500 for a new truck plow. 

F. $8,500 for a chipper. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same, as 
recommended in the budget by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 41:9-a to au- 
thorize the Board of Selectmen to establish or amend fees or charges, without further vote of 
the Town, for the issuance of any license or permit which is part of a regulatory program 
which has been established by vote of the Town or for use or occupancy of any public reve- 
nue-producing facility, as defined in RSA 33-B:1,VI, the establishment of which has been 
authorized by vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, contract 
for, and accept from the Federal or State government, or any subdivision thereof , or from 

private corporations, or individuals, funds, including any funds from the NH Land Conserva- 
tion Investment Program RSA 221-A, equipment, services, or purpose consistent with public 
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need and benefit, and to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such funds as they deem neces- 
sary. 


ARTICLE 20: To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, or Committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of the tax revenues, as provided under the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 
a5) 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell at public 
auction or by advertised, sealed bids any real estate acquired by the Town through tax 
collector’s deeds provided, however, that instead the Selectmen in their discretion may 
reconvey such real estate to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or divisees of such previ- 
ous owner if they deem such action advisable. 


ARTICLE 23: We the undersigned, registered voters of the town of Lyme , hereby request 
that the selectmen insert the following article in the warrant for town meeting: To see if the 
town of Lyme, NH will send a message to the Legislature and Governor calling for a com- 
prehensive toxics law requiring coordinated programs of planning, research and develop- 
ment, education, enforcement, and economic incentives to achieve toxics reduction by 
substitution with safer substances. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 24: To transact any other business that may legally be brought before this Town 
Meeting.

The meeting was called to order at 9:10 A.M. by the Moderator, David Washburn at the Barnes 
School. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the District will vote to appropriate the sum of Three Million Seven 
Hundred Forty-seven Thousand Dollars ($3,747,000.00) for the purpose of constructing and

LYME SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


While much of the School Board's effort during the past year centered around continued 
planning for additional space needs, the school program proceeded with its customary vitality, 
made possible through the cooperation of dedicated staff, enthusiastic students, and a 
supportive community. 


The following staff members joined the school in the fall of 1989: Stephen Dayno - grade 2; 
Nancy Fisher - grade 5; Aniko Gaal - grade 4; Jennifer Nichols - Science; Anne Silberfarb - 
Spec. Ed.; Louise Richards - Nurse. 


Two classes, the 4th and half of the 5th, are housed in the portable classrooms. Two 
subdivisions of these classrooms provided an additional special education space and an area for 
small-group instruction. In addition, middle school reading classes have used the kindergarten 
room in the afternoon and kindergarten teacher Barbara Zeraga successfully shifted gears each 
midday from teaching 5 year-olds to teaching 6th, 7th and 8th grade reading. 


For the third year, the middle school held an interdisciplinary special project day, the result of 
weeks of research and study across subject areas. The theme this year was the Environment. 
The projects displayed in the gym in January were truly impressive. 


The Lyme School, under an SAU-wide initiative, began a recycling program. A Parent 
Advisory Committee on Computers met during the fall and helped the administration reach a 
decision to purchase used MacIntosh computers from Dartmouth College with money budgeted 
in 1989-90 for computer purchase. In-service training sessions for teachers on the use of the 
MAC were held in November and December. Other Wednesday afternoon in-service sessions 
have focused on curriculum development in Language Arts, Mathematics, the Writing Process 
and Standardized Testing. 


The Board appreciates the many hours volunteered by community members on the School 
Study Committee, and the public participation at Board Meetings and Budget Hearings. 
Working together we will continue to seek to provide an excellent education for today's 
children and tomorrow's leaders.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account groups 
of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire, for the year ended December 31, 1988, and have 
issued our report dated January 19, 1988/ As part of our examination, we made a study and 
evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent we considered 
necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under 
these standards, the purpose of such as evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance on the 
system of internal accounting control in determining the nature, timing, and extent of audit- 
ing procedures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable , but not abso- 
lute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposi- 
tion and the reliability of financial records for preparing financial statements and maintaining 
accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable assurance recognized that the cost of a 
system of internal accounting control should not exceed derived benefits and that evaluation 
of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgments. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized n considering the potential 
effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the performance of most 
control procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of instructions, mistakes of 
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judgment, carelessness or other personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness 
depends upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control 
procedures can be circumvented intentionally with respect to the estimates and judgments 
required in the preparation of the financial statements. Further, projection of any evaluation 
of internal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may 
become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of compliance with 
the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study of the system of internal accounting control for the year ending December 
31, 1988, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system because it was based 
on selective tests of accounting records and related data. The study and evaluation disclosed 
no weaknesses which we consider to be material. The following recommendations were 
developed from our observation of the Town’s operations and are not the result of any spe- 
cial study. 


CONSERVATION EASEMENT MONITORING FUND 

During the year, the Town established the Conservation Easement Monitoring Fund, 
for the purpose of covering the costs of monitoring and enforcing he restrictions of conserva- 
tion easement. Cash for this fund is in the hands of the conservation commission. State law 
(RSA 36-A) requires that all Town funds be held by the Town Treasurer. We recommend 
that the Conservation Easement Monitoring Fund cash be turned over to the Treasurer to 
comply with state law. 


TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 
Intermingling of Fund Types. 

During the year, the Trustees of Trust Funds intermingled capital reserve funds with 
common trust funds. This intermingling caused problems with allocations of interest and 
status of interfund receivables and payables. Due to the nature of these funds, and the ac- 
counting problems caused, these funds should always remain n-kind and should never be 
combined. 


Cemetery Income Balances 

The Non-expendable Trust Funds have an income balance of $21,361 which has not 
been allocated to the appropriate individual trusts to which it relates, as required for all 
common trust funds. We recommend that the trustees allocate the income balances to the 
appropriate cemetery trust funds to properly record the balances of these funds. 


A letter of this nature concentrates on identified problem areas. We do not mean to 
imply criticism of Town officials but to highlight areas where we believe operating systems 
can be strengthened. We wish to express our thanks to the officials of the Town for their 
assistance during the course of our audit.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Two significant programs initiated during the past year have required considerable attention 
by the Board of Selectmen. The adoption of the zoning ordinance necessitated the hiring of a 
Zoning Administrator and the establishment of procedures for administering the new ordi- 
nance. The closure of the Post Mills landfill forced the Town to find an alternative landfill 
and reinforced the importance of the Town’s fledgling recycling program in keeping the 
increased costs of trash disposal to a minimum. 


We are pleased with the way the townspeople have reacted to both of these programs. As 
was anticipated, various problems are addressed in the several proposed amendments to the 
zoning ordinance that will be voted on at Town Meeting. We realize zoning has further 
complicated the lives of our citizens, and we would like to assure you that our Zoning Ad- 
ministrator will be pleased to assist you with any problems you may encounter concerning 
the zoning ordinance. We particularly wish to thank everyone for their wholehearted partici- 
pation in Lyme’s recycling programs. In less than seven months, the Town has saved almost 
$7,000 in trash disposal costs and has become the recycling model for the Upper Valley. 


During the year, the Town computer was updated completely and now processes even more 
data than in the previous years. Our tax maps are presently being redone in anticipation of 
the property reappraisal scheduled for 1990. Our town roads are under the constant scrutiny 
of our Highway Department and are reported to be the best in Grafton County. Our Cemeter- 
ies, Parks and Playgrounds are trim: our Fire Department and Fast Squad are always ready; 
and our administrative staff are continuing to find ways to dig themselves out from under the 
increasing complexities of a rural town undergoing growth. 


The Board of Selectmen are particularly concerned with the spiraling costs of Town govern- 
ment and the effect this has on property taxes. As school costs increase, as State financial aid 
to local communities decreases, and as County government costs increase, so too do Town 
costs increase. We have tried to keep these costs to a minimum in our 1990 budget, but there 
is little we can do about such items as legal expenses, trash disposal or employee health 
insurance. Last year the Town approved a substantial increase in the property tax exemption 
available to elderly citizens, but this exemption may not be increased for five years or until a 
complete property reevaluation is done. Also, this exemption is only available to the elderly, 
and hence does nothing to reduce the property taxes paid by the other citizens in the commu- 
nity. The Board would welcome your suggestions for ways to control the cost of Town 
government, as well as your ideas, suggestions, or complaints concerning any other matters 
of concern to you.

ADVANCE TRANSIT, INC. 


Town of Lyme Annual Report 
December 1989 

Advance Transit, Inc. is a not for profit organization that provides public transportation 
services to the Upper Valley towns of Hartford, Norwich, and Thetford, Vermont, and 
Canaan, Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, and Lyme, New Hampshire. A.T. is overseen by a 
Board of Directors comprised of representatives from the towns, institutions and riders 
served by the system. Advance Transit is a relatively young organization, having been 
incorporated in 1984. (Advance Transit was originally a service of the Upper Valley Senior 
Citizens Council dating back to 1981.) A.T. has matured as an organization, and has become 
increasingly stable operationally and fiscally. 


In 1989 a comprehensive service analysis was done by Resource Systems Group of Norwich 
and as a result a new system of routes and schedules was implemented in October of 1989. 
The new system features standardized routes, predictable headways, and coordinated trans- 
fers. New bus stop signs featuring the now familiar blue and yellow graphics and logo of 
Advance Transit are being installed at various locations along the routes. In January, 1990 
temporary black and white printed schedules will be replaced by an easier to read color 
version which will be widely distributed. 


As stated above, the Advance Transit, Inc. Board of Directors is made up of representatives 
of the communities and institutions that support it. The Town of Lyme currently has a 
vacancy on the Board. Interested persons should contact the Selectmen’s Office. We are 
always looking for additional expertise in areas such as personnel management, fund raising, 
marketing, etc..

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ 
1989 REPORT 


Unlike town and school budgets which are passed by local voters each March, the Grafton 
County fiscal year budget is passed by the 28-member Legislative Delegation in late June, 
and takes effect July 1st. The State Department of Revenue Administration determines each 
town’s share of county taxes based on the town’s proportion of total assessed valuation in the 
county. The town collects the tax for the county, so the town’s property tax rate reflects its 
share of the county tax as well as town and school taxes. 


In 1989 Grafton County’s budget increased from $10.1 million to $11.2 million. The in- 
crease in the operating budget is mostly due to growing caseload and increased costs for 
Intermediate Nursing Home Care and the cost of staffing and operating the new jail wing. 
The good news is that the cost of court-ordered placements for juveniles has levelled off after 
increasing 160% from 1985 to 1989. 


The amount of the county budget to be raised by property taxes increased from $5.0 million 
to $6.3 million, in large part because most of the 1988 surplus was used to pay for construc- 
tion of the jail addition and because of increased costs of Intermediate Nursing Home Care 
payments to the State. It should be noted that 48.5% of the county tax collected from the 
towns is paid directly to the State for the county share of nursing home care, old age assis- 
tance, and aid to permanently and totally disabled. 


The construction of a new 30 bed minimum security unit at the County Department of Cor- 
rections was completed in March of this year, and inmates were moved in during the first 
week in April. Thanks to the strong hands on management and control by Supt. Bill 
Siegmund and Clerk of the Works Wayne Whitney, the county managed to complete the $1.6 
million project with a $9,197 surplus. And by using $500,000 in surplus funds as a down 
payment, we only bonded $1.1 million. 


Because of increasingly crowded conditions at the Grafton County Courthouse, the Commis- 
sioners are looking into both short-and long range solutions to the county’s space problems. 
Working with Samyn-D’Elia & Assoc. to develop plans and projected costs, we expect to 
present plans early in 1990 for possible cost effective, short-term solutions, including reno- 
vating the county owned duplex house. 


The Commissioners are also anticipating changes in the overall management structure of the 
county next year with Administer Siegmund’s retirement in June. The Nursing Home 
Complex(the nursing home, jail and farm) will be separated into three separate facilities with 
individual administrators. The Commissioners are considering the impact of this conversion 
on the county business office and overall county operations in order to ensure a successful 
response to the changes brought about by Mr. Siegmund’s retirement. 


The Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays at the Grafton County 
Courthouse in North Haverhill. We encourage public attendance and welcome tours of our 
facilities.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1989 
During 1989 the Fire Department responded to 38 calls in Lyme and 11 mutual aid calls. Of 
the 38 calls in town 16 were automatic alarms, 6 chimney fires, 3 false alarms and 13 miscel- 


laneous calls. 


Fire meetings and drills were held the second Monday of each month, and the second and 
fourth Mondays during the summer. 


Lyme used $1,000 of the Bessie Hall Fund to join the Thetfore Area fire/rescue training 
Corporation and will be using the facility for training. 

THETFORD AREA FIRE/RESCUE TRAINING CORPORATION 
To date the Corporation has accomplished the following. 
1. Acquired from the Town of Thetford a plot of land in Post Mills, received approval from 
State and Federal organizations, surveyed the land and finalized engineering studies of the 


building. 


2. Commenced construction of a 20' X 20' X 2 1/2 story smoke house to be used for training 
in actual fire and smoke conditions. 


3. Installed an extensive LP Gas Training Facility. 


TRAINING GROUND SMOKE & BURN HOUSE 
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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number of 
wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit 
from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris burning fires that escaped control. All 
these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. By New 
Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause 
to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material, except when the ground is 


covered with snow, without fir inin ritten fire permit from the Forest Fire W 
of the town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27b and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/ or a year in jail and you are also 
liable for paying all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland 
fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires in Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield, 
Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford.

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UPPER VALLEY HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE COMMITTEE 


Forty-eight drums of household toxics were collected from 288 Upper Valley households at 
the Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee’s annual Collection Day, Satur- 
day, May 6, 1989 


The Committee has sponsored 6 annual Collections Days at which 11,000 gallons of toxic 
materials were collected and thereby successfully diverted from Upper Valley landfills. 
These wastes included automobile fluids, batteries, garden herbicides and pesticides, paint, 
oven and drain cleaners, furniture refinishing products and many materials commonly used 
by home hobbyists and craftsmen. In accordance with federally regulated standards, these 
wastes were recycled, incinerated or taken to authorized hazardous waste disposal sites, 
depending on the type of material. 


The scope of the Committee’s activities continues to expand, especially in the area of educa- 
tion. As more and more toxic materials come on the market, there is an increasing need for 
public education regarding safe disposal of toxics and the use of non-toxic alternative prod- 
ucts. 


The Committee has been successful in local fund raising with the major portion coming from 
the three regional landfills in the Upper Valley. Contributions from local businesses and 
organizations and on-site donations, along with grants from the State of New Hampshire and 
the State of Vermont have made it possible to meet the expenses for 1989. 


The next Collection Day will be May 5, 1990. The Committee welcomes participation by all 
area residents.

HEADREST 


Headrest, the Upper Valley’s 24 Hour Crisis Hotline and Information and Referral service, 
thanks the residents of Lyme for their support. Headrest serves the people of Lyme in many 
ways: 

24 Hour Hotline 

In an emergency, someone is immediately available at Headrest to offer 

personal support and find additional resources. Headrest’s Hotline is certified 

by the American Association of Suicidology, and phone workers have special 

expertise in handling crises involving the use of alcohol or drugs. Hotline 

workers are trained to be understanding, respect the caller, and lend emotional 

support in a non-judgemental way. 
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Information & Referral 

People can call Headrest whenever they have a question or problem and 
aren’t sure where to turn. Headrest has information on local services, consum- 
ers’ and tenants’ rights, drugs and alcohol, legal assistance, counseling serv- 
ices, and support groups. Headrest has also been designated as a contact point 
for information on AIDS issues. 


Emergency Shelter 

Temporary lodging is offered to homeless people referred to Headrest by 
local police, hospitals, churches, and mental health centers. Also, supervised 
overnight lodging is available for intoxicated persons with funding from NH & 
VT offices of Alcohol & Drug Abuse Prevention. 


Alcohol & Drug Programs 

Headrest offers information, educational presentations, plus individual and 
family counseling about substance abuse issues. Headrest is virtually the only 
free or low cost drug and alcohol counseling service in the Upper Valley. 


Teen Hotline 

Scheduled to begin operation in March, 1990, the Teen Hotline will be 
available three afternoons & evenings a week to take calls from teen-agers. 
The phones will be completely staffed by teen-agers who have completed the 
demanding Headrest Hotline training program. The Teen Hotline will have the 
capability to refer youth at high risk of drug or alcohol problems to Headrest’s 
in-house group counseling service for teen-agers. 


Note: Complete financial information and statistics are on file in the town offices. In 1989, 
37 Lyme residents called Headrest a total of 82 times, including 5 suicide calls. 


LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


1989 Annual Report 
Lyme Home Health Agency provides home care services and clinics serving the needs of 
children and adults. Skilled nursing care, physical therapy, and home health aide or home- 
maker services are provided in the patient’s home on a part time basis. Service is not denied 
to anyone on the basis of race, creed, color, national origin, or ability to pay. The Agency is 
certified by Medicare and is licensed by the State of New Hampshire. The Well Child Clinic 
is audited annually by the Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. 


Please call our office for information about any of our services (795-2661). It is staffed 
Tuesdays and Thursdays (except the second Thursday of even months) from 9:30 - 11:00. At 
other times messages are recorded. Calls are returned as promptly as possible. 

Our Staff works part time and is limited to following a physician’s orders for the care of the 
sick or injured. In case of an emergency, a medical doctor or the FAST SQUAD (643-2222) 
should be called. 
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Home Visits: 

Skilled nursing: Agency nurses made 311 visits in 1989. These included free post-natal 
visits to mothers and their newborns, some annual visits to the elderly, and a small number of 
well child clinic follow-up visits. 


Physical therapy: Agency physical therapists made 15 visits in 1989. Janet Foster, who was 
contracted as our physical therapist in 1988, left this area in June. The Agency is very 
fortunate to have Ruth Snyder as our current physical therapist. 


Home health aides and homemakers: 47 visits were made by home health aides for personal 
care of eligible home bound patients in the past year. 


Clinics: 

Well Child Clinic: In 1989 52 visits were made to the Well Child Clinic by Lyme children. 
These clinics are held jointly with Orford on the second Thursday of each month; even 
numbered months in Lyme, odd months in Orford. The free clinics include a physical exami- 
nation by a physician, hearing and vision tests, immunizations, lead screenings and other 
laboratory tests for children from birth through age six. WIC (Women, Infants, & Children) 
Program’s nutrition and supplementation is available at clinics to those who are eligible. We 
also provide nutrition and parental guidance services through our own nurse, a WIC nutri- 
tionist, and/or a family co-ordinator from Home and Community Health Care (which repre- 
sents Orford at these clinics.) 


Dental Clinics: 27 visits were made by Lyme children for free dental screening and fluoride 
treatments which are offered in June (in Orford) and December (in Lyme) for children ages 3 
through first grade. 


Blood Pressure Clinics: 59 screenings were performed in 1989 at the free blood pressure 
clinics held on the fourth Tuesdays of odd months from 4:00 TO 5:30 at the Lyme Home 
Health Agency office. 


Diabetes Screenings: Are being offered now twice a year during the blood pressure clinics. 
Only one patient came to the first screening. Please call the office for details. 


Flu Vaccination Clinics: These are held in the fall at the LHHA.office. A small charge is 
made. This past year, 54 flu vaccinations and 15 pneumococcal vaccinations were given at 


the clinic or during home visits. 


Other Services: 
Denver Developmental Screenings: These were given to four children in 1989. 


Equipment Loans: Various types of home care equipment are available for loan. Instruction 
by a professional is required for some of the equipment. 
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Highlights for 1989 included Donna’s increased cooperation with other agencies. Donna 
again was asked to precept a Bachelor of Science in nursing student from Norwich Univer- 
sity who worked with one family in Lyme under Donna’s supervision. The Agency was 
inspected by the State and by Medicare this year. The Medicare inspection included home 
visits. Our Well Child clinic volunteers were praised repeatedly by the Home and Commu- 
nity Health Care nurse who now represents Orford at the clinics. 


Lyme Home Health Agency Inc: 

This special fund was created to accept private donations to be used to maintain or further the 
health of the people of the town. A Doppler ultrasound stethoscope, a model set of teeth and 
an anatomical chart for use with patients, extra parts for an infant car seat, a vision chart and 
mask to be used for vision tests, screens for privacy at the Well Child Clinic (to conform with 
Bureau of Maternal and Child Health requirements), materials to build a box to protect our 
hospital bed mattresses (the labor was donated by Dick Jones), reference books, and books to 
loan out were purchased. We are very grateful for the many gifts which were given to the 
fund during 1989, including those in memory of Hugh O’Donnell Sr. and Ruth Elder. 


Board meetings are held in the library basement at 7:30 PM on the first Thursday of even 
months. Interested residents are welcome. 


We are very grateful to our excellent staff and many dedicated volunteers who have made it 
possible for the Agency to provide caring service.

HOSPICE OF THE UPPER VALLEY, INC.

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Hospice of the Upper Valley helps people live as fully as possible in the face of death, 
illness, and grief. Hospice provides education programs and direct care services free of 
charge to 25 communities in VT and NH. During 1989: 
SERVICE 
Hospice helped 434 patients, families and friends in its four categories of 
service: Ancillary medical support, bereavement, care, short-term counseling, 
information and referral. 


Eighty-five patient/family units received Hospice nursing assessment and 
consultation, volunteer assistance with routine tasks or respite care in home, 
hospital or nursing home. 


In addition, one hundred thirty-nine people received support and guidance in 
their grief. Twenty-eight of these were the children (twelve years and under) 
in our support groups for bereaved children. Forty were widows and widowers 
participating in an ongoing support group. 


Another twenty-nine people coping with issues related to death and dying 
received short-term counseling from our staff, and fifty-one received informa- 
tion or referral to other services. Ten (10) people from Lyme used our serv- 
ices. 


The care patients and families receive is overseen and guided by the Hospice 
Interdisciplinary Team, which currently includes at least one representative 
from the following professions: Clergy, discharge planner, Hospice nurse, 
home Hospice volunteer. 


In order to provide comprehensive medical and case management services, 
Hospice is working together with six area home health agencies and four other 
volunteer Hospice programs to create a Medicare certified Hospice (to be 
called the Hospice Regional Network). We expect the program to be opera- 
tional by June 1990. 

EDUCATION 
Fifty-seven people from Upper Valley Towns took one of our two volunteer 
training programs in 1989 with many taking it for professional or personal 
growth. Twenty -one want to volunteer time to Hospice. 


They join our pool of close to one hundred trained volunteers who in 1989 
gave approximately 2000 hours of service to patient/families and 3000 hours in 
administration, funding, publicity, and education. Six (6) Hospice volunteers 
live in Lyme. 


Working in conjunction with a local AIDS action group, Hospice offered an 
AIDS buddy training for those interested in helping people with AIDS. Seven- 
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teen people completed the course. 


Our 1989 Annual Speaker’s talk and two workshops featured Attitudinal 
Healing and work with terminally-ill children and drew a combined total of 
over three hundred participants. 


Hospice’s other education programs reached 700 people. Highlights include: 

a course given to Dartmouth Medical School students; presentations to area 
public schools; hospital and nursing home in-services; the annual Hospice 
Sabbath in which six area churches participated by focusing on the needs of the 
dying and grieving in their worship services. 


PROGRAM 
Our three paid staff members, an administrative assistant, a nurse and a social 
worker, coordinate the work of Hospice. A creative arts therapist is hired on a 
consulting basis to lead the children’s groups. 


The Board of Directors oversees the administration of Hospice and monitors 
long range development. Because of the Board’s strong commitment to the 
future of Hospice, a business consultant was contracted in 1989 to help de- 
velop a comprehensive approach to fund raising, one which will ensure com- 
prehensive approach to fund raising,and the the ongoing availability of Hos- 
pice care in the years to come. 


Hospice’s major sources of income include memorial gifts, individual dona- 
tions, and town support. We are not a United Way Agency. 


In 1989, Lyme allocated $600 towards our $74,000 operating budget. For 
fiscal year 1990-, we are requesting $600 towards our $92,000 anticipated 
expenses. 


Hospice of the Upper Valley services are available free of charge in Canaan, 
Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, Lyme, Orford, and Plainfield, New Hampshire and 
Barnard, Bradford, Bridgewater, Corinth, Fairlee, Hartford, Hartland, 
Newbury, Norwich, Plymouth, Pomfret, Thetford, Topsham, Reading, Ver- 
shire, West Fairlee, West Windsor , Windsor, and Woodstock, Vermont.

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UPPER VALLEY - LAKE SUNAPEE COUNCIL 


The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council is a public, non-profit voluntary association of 
town and cities. It consists of 28 communities in New Hampshire and 3 in Vermont, and 
includes towns in 5 counties. 


The Council operates through a Board of Directors and has a professional staff. Each town 
or city annually appropriates funds for the Council’s operation and sends two or three repre- 
sentatives to participate on the Board of Directors. The Board elects officers, adopts an 
annual work program and budget, and develops policies and positions on issues that are 
important to our communities. 


The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council is officially designated by both states as the organi- 
zation that brings town and cities within the region together. By associating and pooling 
resources, local governments have a highly trained professional staff available to them for a 
wide variety of services. Areas of expertise include land use planning, transportation plan- 
ning, solid waste planning, master planning, environmental planning, capital budgeting, 
impact fee studies, historic preservation, economic and community development, housing, 
downtown revitalization, fiscal and environmental impact analysis, and sit plan review. 
Communities may also obtain the services of a professional planner on a regular basis 
through our “circuit rider” program. The Council also serves as a collective voice in dealings 
with sate and federal governments, protecting and furthering the interests of our communi- 
ties. 


Your support enables the Council to under take comprehensive regional planning and to 
Carry out various projects and programs of regional benefit. Over the past year, the Council: 


is Provided consultation and help to 29 out of 31 member communities. 


Obtained, installed, debugged and started to use a Geographical Information 
System(GIS). This included staff training, work for Lebanon and Lyme using exist- 
ing computerized information, and starting to assemble a regional database for com- 
puter mapping. We were the first regional planning commission in New Hampshire to 
obtain USGS 1:100,000 scale mapping. We are also working in cooperation with the 
State of Vermont to obtain complete computerized base mapping for our Vermont 
towns. 


Developed and promoted a consistent land use classification system for both New 
Hampshire and Vermont to use in GIS mapping. 


Met repeatedly with state officials and agency representatives to influence policy and 
help keep the region an active participant in many on going programs. 


Maintained a library of regional data, and answered numerous requests for informa- 
tion 
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Developed open space and housing elements for the Regional Plan. This included 
sending open space questionaires to all communities, and tabulating and mapping the 
results using the GIS. A regional fair share analysis for affordable housing was 
developed. 


Reactivated the NH Upper Valley Solid Waste District, sponsored a number of 
meetings of the District, interacted with the State of New Hampshire regarding 
approval of the District plan, and worked toward implementation of regional sohd 
waste solutions where appropriate. 


Made available the services of a recycling coordinator to New Hampshire towns. In 
cooperation with Lebanon, applied for and obtained a $25,000 grant toward a regional 
processing center for recycled materials. 


Continued to administer the Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
program. ! 


Completed historic district nominations in Thetford, Norwich, and Cornish. 


Completed a number of Water Quality Management Plans for inclusion in town 
Master Plans under NH Chapter 167. 


Continued to provide support for an economic development again in Sullivan County, 
to help retain and expand employment opportunities in the area. 1989 marked the 
fourth and last year of our start-up effort for the Sullivan County Economic Develop 
ment Commission. This highly successful organization will become administratively 
independent in 1990, and financially fully independent in 1991. 


Participated in a statewide dialog regarding Impact Fee legislation during the legisla 
tive session in New Hampshire. 


Sponsored local sessions of the NH Municipal Law Lecture series. 


Administered a number of Community Development Block Grants. These grants 
have brought several million dollars worth of rehabilitation and municipal improve 
ment funds into the region during the past few years. Only 2 of 9 regional planning 
agencies in New Hampshire provide this service. 


Presented the Upper Valley Transportation Study to Boards of Selectmen in several 
communities. 


Used the computer model developed during the Upper Valley Transportation Study to 


assess the traffic impacts of several large proposed development projects, and to 
assess the impacts of changes to the roadway network.

Established a Transportation Coordinating Committee at the request of the New 
Hampshire Department of Transportation. This group met throughout the year, and 
was able to establish regional priorities for transportation improvements. These 
priorities were presented to the Governor’s Highway Advisory Council. 


Provided technical assistance to Advance Transit and County Coach. 
Completed a comprehensive study of public transportation in the region. 


Provided extensive support to our Vermont towns for Solid Waste District formation, 
in cooperation with the Two Rivers Ottauquechee Regional Commission. We also 
worked toward fulfilling our other responsibilities under Act 78, Vermont’s solid 
waste law. 


Compiled with applicable Act 200 requirements at the local, regional, and state level, 
including participation in the Council of Regional Commissions. 


Participated in the Vermont Act 250 environmental review process for a number of 
regionally significant projects. 


Sponsored local sessions of the VT planning training series. 


Worked closely with the Upper Valley Land Trust, Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests, the Trust for New Hampshire Lands, and the Connecticut River 
Watershed Council to protect open space and conserve important parcels of land. 


Continued to participate in, and support the Connecticut River Valley Resource 
Commission. This commission allows New Hampshire towns in the Connecticut 
River Valley to join together in addressing issues such as growth, development, and 
preservation of the natural environment. 


Co-sponsored and participated in the “Bridges for Tomorrow” conference, together 
with the New Hampshire and Vermont Connecticut River Commissions. This confer 
ence developed goals and recommendations for the future of the Connecticut River 
Valley. 


The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council also provides specific services to communities on a 
contract bases. As requested by the communities, the Council conducted impact studies 
regarding proposed development amendments/updates to local ordinances and regulations, 
new ordinances, capital improvements programs, and general mapping, drafting, and other 
technical assistance.

The library report will stress that the librarian’s salary should be increased to be commensu- 
rate with her duties as both town and school librarian with full credentials and long tenure. 
The report will emphasize that the library building, acting as school library, town library and 
town office building is receiving heavy use with attendant need for increased financial 
support. It will indicate that both library attendance and circulation have increased. Costs of 
books and audio-visual materials have risen sharply. In addition to library patrons and innu- 
merable school children using the library, building use by town offices with their clients 
included the selectmen, the town clerk, the tax collector, the zoning board, the town nurse 
and the planning board. Calls for increased maintenance rose, particularly as to sewage 


disposal. The last problem was solved by purchase of a new sump pump at a cost of over 
$500. 


To help one understand why the trustees support a substantial increase in the Librarian’s 
salary the following study by a committee headed by Ellen Eliason is presented:

Marlborough, NH is a town similar to Lyme in population and library size. Their library is 
somewhat less active than ours in that there are no school duties, the circulation, both adult 
and children, is less than the Lyme Library and it is open only 23 hours although the librarian 
is paid for 40 hours per week.

salary reduced from $18,265. This is a town librarian salary only. 


A school librarian is paid on the same pay scale as a teacher. The pay schedule for Lyme 
teachers for 1989-90 is as follows:

The salary of a librarian for the Lyme Town Library with a Masters in Library Science and 
19 years experience should be a minimum of $25,000 per year to be on an equal basis with 
other salaries in the Upper Valley. 


The salary disparity is compounded when one realizes that many similarly sized towns who 
pay their librarians better than Lyme does, do not require them to act as school librarians. 


The trustees hope that the statistical study, which is backed up by much more evidence, will 
support the budgets request for a librarian’s salary of $27,000 with the school district bearing 
considerably more of the cost than has been the case. 


Presently the library is open every day of the week except Friday. There is no assistant 
librarian. To be aware of the heavy use of the library by school children during the school 
day and after school one should pay several visits to witness the activity. 


The trustees have held monthly meetings throughout the year, engaged in committee meet- 
ings, supported trustee workdays to attend to awnings, storm windows and window washing. 
Mindful of state library regulations and requirements of the State Dept. of Education, the 
trustees hope that they have measured up to your expectations. We are deeply indebted to Al 
Cole for assuming the duties of treasurer when Steve Parsons left.

Again this year, Tri-County Community Action Programs would like to request funding 
assistance for our Outreach Program in Lyme in order to provide necessary social services. 
For 1990, we would like to request $704.00 from your town. 


Our Outreach Coordinator, LISTEN, Outreach Center have salary and office expenses paid 
for three (3) months of the year by the Fuel Assistance Program Grant that we receive. The 
funds to keep the local Outreach office open the nine (9) months of the year come from your 
town and those of our neighbors and some of the Community Services Block Grant funds 
received. 


Because of the reduction in federal funds received for our Outreach Program, we are asking 
for our continued financial assistance with a modest increase. We are able to keep our 
request for funds from the towns modest, at this time, as a result of a small grant from the 
State of New Hampshire to assist homeless persons/families throughout the northern three 
counties. 


In summary, this past year we have served 555 households of 92 people, in addition to 
assisting area families with approximately $9,933.35 in direct services or products. Please 
see the attached information.

LYME PLANNING BOARD 


Patience was an important ingredient in the Planning Board’s activities this year. Patience on 
the part of the Board while they learned the intricacies of the new zoning ordinance. Pa- 
tience on the part of the applicants while they learned the intricacies along with all the other 
requirements as their applications were processed. For their patience, the Planning Board 
thanks each and everyone of them in this year of adjusting to new land use controls. 


In 1989, the Planning Board held 41 meetings; 24 regular meetings and 17 special meetings 
were held to continue review of pending applications and to work on and hold public hear- 
ings on the Zoning Ordinance which was adopted by the voters of the Town in March and on 
two sets of amendments of the Subdivision Regulations which were adopted by the Board in 
January and July. The Board discussed six projects informally, reviewed six preliminary 
applications and approved 11 final subdivision applications, creating 29 new lots. By com- 
parison, in 1988, prior to the adoption of the Zoning Ordinance, 13 new lots were created. In 
addition to final subdivision applications, the Board approved two boundary line adjust- 
ments and four excavation permit renewals. The applications before the Board this year were 
more complex than ever before with proposals of 11 and 18 lots. This is a change from the 
usual one or two lot subdivision. These complex proposals necessitated many special work 
sessions. 


In the past year, the Board amended the Subdivision Regulations to provide for completeness 
review. This process expedites the review process by not burdening the applicant with this 
tedious procedure. The Board also worked with the Town Road Agent, Fred O. Stearns, III, 
to review driveway permits. The Board created the Zoning Amendment Committee (ZAC) 
to collect ideas for and suggest zoning changes. The Board takes this opportunity to thank 
that committee for their wonderful work done under time constraints put on them because of 
the Board’s tardiness in their appointment. The voters will be asked to vote on a number of 
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amendments to the Zoning Ordinance at the 1990 Town Meeting that will be presented by 
this Board and ZAC. The Board also held its first joint meeting with the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment in what it hopes will be a longstanding cooperative effort to quicken the applica- 
tion process when the applicant needs approval of both boards. The Board has also requested 
Jimmy Jenks along with engineers and other road builders to review our road regulations and 
make recommendations to the Board for their improvement. 


In the new year, the Board looks forward to your continued input regarding changes to the 
Zoning Ordinance and Subdivision Regulations and to begin work on a Capital Improvement 
Plan. The Board wishes to thank everyone who attended the hearings, meetings and work 
sessions. Public input at these meetings is extremely important. Special thanks are extended 
to our alternates, Kevin Peterson, Amy Record and David Roby for their time and insight. 
The Board will continue to hold its regular meetings on the second and fourth Thursday 
evenings of each month at 7:30 PM at the Town Offices. The meetings are open to the 
public and all are welcome.

RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Committee had a very active year, with ongoing programs all seasons of the 
year. Our second annual skating party and bonfire in January brought out more than 75 
people for an evening of ice skating, popcorn and hot chocolate. February was highlighted 
by a beautiful day of cross-country skiing on Reservoir Pond with over 20 participants. Ski 
lessons for 120 kids took place on eight Wednesdays thanks to the 30 parent volunteer 
teachers and the snow-making ability of the Skiway. The annual ski carnival was a big 
success. Spring brought on baseball with 100 Kindergarten through 7th graders playing 
either ‘Tee Ball’ (K&1), Lyme Beans (2&3), Loch Lyme Monsters (4&5), or Lyme Green 
Sox (6&7). All seven teams and dozens of parent coaches enjoyed a season of low-key 
competition, tremendous skill development, and a lot of fun. The annual Stanley Pushee 
Memorial Fishing Derby in May was thoroughly enjoyed by many area fishermen. 


It was a great summer at Post Pond with cooperative weather, veteran lifeguards, an enlarged 
and improved Chase Beach, and an active six week summer camp for over 120 kids. Im- 
provements at the pond included a concession stand built by the softball teams and grassing 
in an area which joins the beach and softball field. Two work days brought out over 40 
townspeople. Tennis clinics at Loch Lyme Lodge served 35 kids and a soccer clinic in 
August had 40 participants. Beautiful weather helped Lyme’s two softball teams host two 
weekends of great adult softball. Several family nights and the summer finale Labor Day 
picnic brought together dozens of families for volleyball, ping pong, cookouts and the latest 
sensation; ultimate frisbee. It was a busy summer with record numbers of Lyme citizens 
taking full advantage of our facilities at Post Pond. 


Fall activities included six Saturday morning soccer clinics for first through fourth graders, a 
foggy but fun Pumpkin Festival, which seemed to attract the whole town, and our first annual 
Pumpkin Bowl (adult soccer) and Turkey Bow] (adult touch football) 


Long range planning for recreation in Lyme was a top priority this year and the most impor- 
tant result of our work is the project now underway to build an all-weather facility at Post 
Pond to include one basketball and two tennis courts. This project is being funded entirely 
through private donations and is being coordinated by the Lyme Athletic Fund with the 
active support of the Lyme Foundation. 
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We have had an extremely productive year and much credit should be given to an active 
committee, many volunteers, very supportive parents and a town full of enthusiastic kids. As 
always, we welcome your participation in all of our activities and our monthly meetings, the 
third Monday of the month at 7:00 P.M. 


LYME YOUTH COMMITTEE 
1989 ANNUAL REPORT 
Over the past two years, the Youth Committee has experienced a decline in active crisis 
counseling and referrals, particularly of Lyme’s High School age youth. In January of 1989, 
Connie Balch resigned as Lyme’s Youth Advisor, at which time Youth Committee member 
Helen Skelly assumed that roll on a volunteer basis. 


The declining trend in necessary interventions, coupled with budget cut back efforts 
prompted the committee to begin an evaluation of its roll and the need for a paid youth 
advisor position. This eight month study revealed that the Youth Advisor’s ‘job description’ 
was essentially being fulfilled through other means such as teachers, school guidance depart- 
ments, clergy, social services, and other private counseling services. 


Since December of 1988, our committee has worked to support the development of a state 
sanctioned ‘Child Protection Team’, which is comprised of area professionals involved with 
youth. This group, representing Hanover, Orford, and Lyme meet on a monthly basis to 
discuss cases of suspected or confirmed child abuse, neglect, and other family concerns. 


In light of these improvements in the social services of youths and families, the Lyme Youth 
Committee recommends that the Committee itself, and the position of the Youth Advisor be 
discontinued. 


The committee sees that there are two specific responsibilities which should appropriately be 
carried on by other organizations: 

1. Programs encouraging preventive education such as ‘PET’, drug and alcohol 
awareness, and family communications are topics that could be organized through our Lyme 
School System., 

2. The committee also recognized the benefits of encouraging alternatives for youths 
through the out of doors, sports, and family oriented activities. These responsibilities should 
be assumed through the Recreation Committee. 


Both of these are preventative programs, which have always proven wise and cost efficient 
investments for our community.

SENIOR CITIZENS COUNCIL INC. 
Annual Report 1989 

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. provides services to older residents of Lyme 
through the Upper Valley Senior Center on Campbell Street in Lebanon and the Orford 
Senior Meals Program. These services include home delivered meals, senior dining room 
programs, transportation, adult day card, outreach and social work services, health screening 
and education, recreation, information and referral, as well as opportunities for older indi- 
viduals to be of service to their communities through volunteering. 


Any Lyme resident over the age of 60 or members of his/her family are eligible to use the 
services of GCSCC. Handicapped individuals under the age of 60 may also be served 
through these programs. Although there are no charges for the services, the agency does 
request contributions toward the cost of services. 


During 1989, 4070 older individuals wee served through all of GCSSCC’s programs. Some 
62 of these were Lyme residents. These individuals enjoyed 703 dinners at the Upper Valley 
Senior Center; received 61 hot meals delivered to their homes. Our Orford volunteers also 
delivered to their homes. Our Orford volunteers also transport elders to grocery stores, to do 
personal errands or to the nutrition programs on a frequent basis. Eleven Lyme volunteers 
contributed 4696 hours of time, energy and talent to support the operation of the agency’s 
services. Others participated in recreational and educational programs, used our information 
and referral service, our social workers or participated in our adult day care program. Serv- 
ices for Lyme residents were provided at a cost to the agency of $3,330.06, and were instru- 
mental in supporting many of these individuals as they attempted to remain in their own 
homes out of institutional care despite physical frailties. 


Working closely with other agencies, providing services to older people in the community, 
our goals for the future include additional efforts to assist older Lyme residents and their 
families in taking advantage of available programs and services which will improve the 
quality of their lives and enable them to remain independent in their own homes. 


Through the years, GCSCC has very much appreciated the support of the Lyme community 
for services which enhance the independence of older residents of Lyme. This support is 
much more critical at a time of federal and sate funding constraints.
